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and powers of the councilmen in such manner 
as the feds may dictate, or their state plans 
won’t be approved, Ultimately, then, the feds 
will control the councils — not the states. Of 
course the extent of control that the states 
are willing to submit to depends entirely upon 
their relative bargaining positions. 


More important than the ominous reach 
inherent in this legislation is the question of 
just why a council is needed at all. Since 
each state has a Governor and Attorney Gen- 
eral, who are charged with the oversight of 
state law enforcement matters, why is it seen 
necessary to bypass them with this undefined 
and potentially totalitarian tool? Obviously 
the council is going to assume some of the 
law enforcement powers of the Governor or 
Attorney General — even though the statute 
doesn’t say so — otherwise what would be 
the purpose of the council? 


In Soviet slave states numerous councils 
are instituted which substitute for elected 
representation by giving the appearance of 
grass roots participation while in reality the 
„council is entirely dominated from above by 
the ruling clique. This is the potential of the 
“crime prevention councils” referred to in 
this statute. There is absolutely nothing in 
the legislation that would prevent it from 
happening! 


Fourth: “Community service officers” pre- 
sumably will serve in a liaison capacity be- 
tween the police and the public. In large 
cities they spend much of their time trying 
to placate the strident communist fronts who 
pose as representatives of minority groups. 
The Rap Browns, and the Stokely Carmich- 
aels who demand police review boards to 
control “police brutality,” while creating the 
riots and incidents of violence which consti- 
tute their pretext for these false charges are 
now well known to everyone. Not so well 
known is the fact that these same types have 
been demanding that the community service 
officers ought to be sociologists or psycholo- 
gists rather than qualified police officers who 
know the facts of law enforcement. The stat- 
ute, incredibly, provides the reds with the 
groundwork for infiltrating police depart- 
ments with the people they want. Sec. 601 k 
provides that the CSO will not need to be a 
qualified cop — but shall have “such other 
qualifications as (shall be) promulgated in 
regulations” by the feds. 


With a U.S. Attorney General who could 
go so far towards placating the rioters as to 
order District of Columbia police not to shoot 
at looters, (although local law clearly en- 
titled them to do so) can anyone doubt that 
the reds will have “their man” in these sensi- 
tive positions within 18 months at the latest? 


Fifth: “Grievance resolution mechanisms” 
is also a term new to our system of juris- 
prudence, In fact, it is meaningless as a legal 
term. It could mean a court, administrative 
tribunal or perhaps a “board.” Now if the 
draftsman of this statute meant to say 
“court” he would have said so. The only likely 
effect that can be given to this term is that 
it is an euphemism for “police review board.” 
Now it goes without saying that if the latter 
term had been used the police of this nation 
would have been up in arms. Not even the 
States have seen fit to give legislative recog- 
nition to this commie front demand. But here, 
in a federal statute, the possibility of this 
sinister police control device is recognized. 
And the statute stipulates that one of the ob- 
jectives of the community service officemshall 
be to work for the improvement of police 
review boards — it is actually presupposed 
that the boards already exist. With provisions 
like this, communists will force local police 


to accept police review boards or meet rioters — 
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search of any alternative to the immediate 
chaos. Where, then, will be the state law en- 
forcement structure provided by the state 
constitution? 

Sixth: “Community patrol activities’ can 
only refer to the “patrols” set. up by the 
Black Panthers and their ilk, which follow 
along behind police cars and harass the of- 
ficers whenever they stop to make an inves- 
tigation or arrest. This part of the statute 
is speaking of community — not police — 
activities, so there is no room to argue that 
this is a police patrol. Hence the statute again 
gives tacit approval to a police harassment 
device. Indeed, a close reading of the statute 
indicates that the community patrol is going 
to be one of the activities that the C.S.O. will 
treat ag his very own. Hence, if the com- 
mies have the right man in as their C.S.O., 
they could insist that he has the right to 
direct the community patrol. 


Putting all of the forgoing together, we 
have the structure provided by which bureau- 
crats in Washington can insist upon more 
and more federal control in the state plans 
to be approved by them, while at the bottom 
of the law enforcement pyramid the reds 


create the economic and departmental chaos” 


by which the local police will be driven, 
through desperation, to apply, directly to 
Washington for aid on any terms at all. At 
the same time, we have seen that the act itself 
is highly suspect as a possible tool to aid the 


communists, who must take over law en- - 


forcement in order to achieve the bloodless 
revolution in this country that they have 
bragged they will create. 


Tie this in with gun registration — and 
after that federalized cops who come around 
and pick up every registered firearm because 
they know where they are. 
boast “We will bury you” will have become 
a reality. 


Anyone who is interested in law enforce- 
ment and causes of crime should also be con- 
cerned about certain apparently unrelated 
matters which indicate a vast deficiency, to 
say the least, in top levels of our govern- 
ment: (1) Did you know that out of a total 
of 2270 pages of Presidential Crime Commis- 
sion reports not one thing is said about com- 
munism as a cause of crime in the U.S.? In 
fact, the word “communism” doesn’t even 
exist in any of the indexes to these reports. 
(2) Did you know that the National Ad- 
visory Commission on Civil Disorders spe- 
cifically “found” as an alleged fact that there 
was “no evidence that all or any of the dis- 
orders or the incidents that led to them 
were planned or directed by any organization 
or group, international, national or local?” 


Apparently these people didn’t have the 
word “communism” in their vocabulary 
either — the word isn’t found in their index 
—and they spent exactly 2 pages of a 600 
Page report analyzing the possibility of com- 
mie influences, concluding with the delicate 
expression just quoted. (3) One ought to 
question whether it is possible for the Pres- 
ident or the Attorney General to so grievous- 
ly err that in one week the President could 


say that 6,000 people die annually from gun- | 
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The only person who ought to be con- 
sulted in the matter, and has never yet been 
asked to voice any opinion, is the American 
taxpayer who foots the bill for blackmail 
which a posse of unmitigated spendthrifts 
and scoundrels in the public employ in 
Washington says is necessary to our national 
survival. 


For all the hundreds of billions of dollars 
that should have been sequestered during 
the past 15 years within the United States 
and earmarked for the improvement of our 
own lot or for defense against aggression, 
America has never received a single mut- 
tered syllable of thanks, been the recipient 
of a single breath of civility, or purchased a 
discernible trace of friendship, loyalty or 
devotion. 


Quite the reverse: the countries on whom 
we have showered such largesse ag is unim- 
aginable in their own wretched economy, 
have one and all, and without exception, 
shoveled most of their take into the hands of 
Russia or spent it on propaganda of hatred 
against the United States. Wherever Amer- 
ican money has been lavished in an attempt 
to better the fortunes of foreign peoples, the 
very presence of our charity has been used 
by local demagogues to incite a worthless 
rabble of American beneficiaries to hatred 
of America and to finance closer ties with . 
the Soviet government. 


What kind of saps are the American 
people to put up with this shoving around 
and continuous, profitless and outrageous 
pillage? 


Why is any Senator or Representative 
who has ever voted a dime for Foreign Aid 
permitted to come to his home state or town 
without fear of physical violence to himself 
and his family? 


In the Nineteenth Century when Ameri- 
cans had some idea of the value of their 
national face and their national dollar, a 
Senator who ventured on such a course of 
treason to his constituents would have found 
his house burned over his head and a pot 
of tar waiting for his person. 


Who has conned the American sucker into 
this obscene fix by whose terms he is paying 
ceaseless blackmail to the enemy through 
the agency of professional fixers and mid- 
dlemen in the Senate Office Building in 
Washington? 


As in any shabby deal involving criminal 
activities, the whole business of Foreign Aid 
is engineered and manipulated in Washing- 
ton by corrupt and faithless lackeys, who 
are only a slight cut above the blackmailers 
in other lands, who are living abundantly 
off the American taxpayers. The money 
couldn’t be expedited on its wasteful way 
without the connivance of totally irrespon- 
sible elements in the American Government.
